It has always been

NOT FOR ANNEXATION, 


If the -statement of Hon. S. G. Hil­ 
born is true, arid we/have m>rttason to 
belieVe that it is not, the United 
^States does notwant Honolulu annexed 
as*a territory. 
Mr. Hilborn states that 
two-thirds of-the population are Ghi' 
nese, Japanese and Portuguese and 
should the Islands be annexed to the 
United States, they would become citi­ 
zens and voters. 
Under these condi­ 
tions we cannot accept the Hawiian 
Islands as a territory, but can, as Mr. 
Hilborn says, have a reciprocal treaty 
with the Islands that will do the people 
there and the United States just as 
much good as though the Islands were 
annexed, and we will not then have to 
pay the cost of governing the Islands 
or having to take a very undesirable 
lot of people for citizens.

OLD KICKAPOO GUN. 


AN A N C I E N T 
C A N N O N 
T H A T 
H A S A 


R E M A R K A B L E 
R E C O R D . 


XI Played an Important Fart In the Strag­ 
gle* Over Slavery I n Kansas — Was 
Bone of Contention — Saved From the 
Furnace by a Historical Society. 


There was recently shipped from Chi 
oago co the Kansas State Historical sooi 
ety one of the most valuable relics of 
the border ruffian warfare. It is the Old 
Kiokapoo cannon which did service at 
Old Kiokapoo, Lawrence and other 
points along the Missouri border during 
Kansas' early struggle for fre^ltate gov­ 
ernment. This bid gun formed the bone 
of contention in many a hard fought 
contest between proslavery and anti- 
slavery forces, and a largo number of 
the old citizens of Kansas can remember 
the stirring events clustering about the 
history of this remarkable implement of 
warfare. 
" 


Of late years the whereabouts of the 
old gun has been a matter of conjecture, 
and by many it was thought to have 
been lost, but it is due to the efforts of 
Colonel H. Miles Moore and Captain J. 
O . Wolkmshuw of Leavenworth that Old 
Kickapoo has been resurrected. It now 
rests in the rooms of the State Histor­ 
ical society in this city. 


The gun is a six pounder smooth­ 
bore brass cannon and was first stolen 
from the United States arsenal at Lib 
erty, Mo., and from there taken by Gen­ 
eral Richardson's army to the sacking 
and burning of the old Free State hotel 
at Lawrence, the Eldridgo House, after 
it was indicted by the proslavery grand 
jury at Lecompton and ordered abated 
as a nuisance by Judge Cato, who had 
the writ directed to Sheriff Jones, who 
summoned the posse, mostly from Mis­ 
souri, to assist in executing the writ. 


The bombardment which 
followed 
was one of the memorable conflicts of 
border ruffian days. The cannon was 
plaoed on Massachusetts street, Law 
rence, opposite, and trained on the hotel 
and ftoed by General David Atchison, 
then a United States senator from Mis­ 
souri. The first shot went over the roof 
of the hotel. The second went through 
a second story window, and the third 
and fourth shots struck the stone walls, 
scarcely making an impression on them. 


Jones, seeing that ho was not likely 
to abate the nuisance that way, applied 
the torch and destroyod the building. 
The posse thou scattered. The Kickapoo 
rangers then took charge of the cannon 
and carted it to the village of Kickapoo, 
six miles up the river from Leaven­ 
worth. It was planted on top of a high 
bluff and there remained posted as a 
menace to the free state men of Leaven­ 
worth, 


Colonel H. Miles Moore first suggest­ 
ed the plan to go up to Kickapoo and cap­ 
ture the gun. He communicated his 
scheme to a few free state men, and ten 
of the more daredevil ones, under the 
leadership of Captain I. G. Losee, well 
armed with Sharp's rifles and revolvers, 
made a dash for' Kickapoo one dark 
night, took possession of the cannon, 
and without being discovered were soon 
back in Leavenworth. 
Fearing the gun 
might be recovered by a writ in the 
hands of the sheriff or other proslavery 
officers of the county or territory, the 
gun carriage was hidden in the south 
part of Leavenworth and the cannon 
buried in Dr. Davis' old peach orchard, 
where it remained a short time. 


Fearing danger, it was dug up and 
taken to Lawrence one dark night in 
the bottom of a wagon covered with 
hay. It remained but a short time, 
when it was taken back to Leavenworth 
and placed in Dr. Davis' temporary 
graveyard until the war-clouds of 1856 
and 1867 had passed away. The gun 
was then resurrected and turned over to 
the society of turners of Leavenworth, 
in whose keeping it remained for a long 
series of years. On each recurring 
Fourth of July and other state occasions 
and 
holidays "Old Kickapoo" was 
brought out, crowned with laurels and 
escorted with music and joyous crowds 
through the streets of the city. 


Finally the turners relaxed in their 
care of the old cannon, and some ill ad­ 
vised parties without authority loaned 
the gun one day to the Leavenworth 
Coal company for the purpose of aiding 
them to free the shaft of a mass of 
debris that had fallen and clogged up 
the hoisting shaft 
The gun was taken 
down the air shaft, loaded with solid 
shot, placed upright and fired into the 
mass above, As there was no chance for 
a recoil, the gun burst, tearing a huge 
pi ece from the side of the old warrior. 


The gun was returned to the turners, 
but they seemed to have no use for it, 
and soon it was lost, and no one knew 
anything about it. About five years ago 
Colonel H. Miles Moore was passing 
down Shawnee street, Leavenworth, and 
in an alley near a tinshop noticed an 
old cannon. He gave it a close inspec­ 
tion and found it to be Old Kickapoo. 
The turners had sold it to the tinner for 
$25, and he was about to ship it to Chi­ 
cago for old brass. Appeals to patriot­ 
ism were in vain, and Mr. Moore subse­ 
quently communicated with the His­ 
torical society, and after some corre­ 
spondence the society appropriated $200 
for the purchase of the cannon. In the 
meantime the tinner had shipped the 
gun to Chioago, where it was recently 
found in a brass' foundry ready to be 
consigned to a furnace. The gun reached 
Topeka in safety.—St. Louis Republic 


L I K E A R I D E O N A N E A R T H Q U A K E . 


The Sensation Produced by an Elephant 
Banning Away. 


Nothing but a ride on an earthquake 
could be compared to the sensation of be­ 
ing run away with by an elephant 
Nothing stops his wild rush, and he does 
not swerve for an obstacle, but goes 
Btraight at it. A few shakes fling off 
everything on his back, and the rider 
has but a second or two in whioh to 
makeup his mind whioh /overhanging 
branch he will cling to or if he will risk 
throwing himself off. A broken neck 
would be the certain consequonce of re­ 
maining. As for stopping him, some­ 
body has well - said that yon might as 
well try to stop a rtinaway locomotive 
by pulling with your walking stick on 
the funnel as to seek to check an ele­ 
phant at suoh a moment With the goad. 


By stroking an elephant's lip in a cer­ 
tain maimer you can make it pur like 
a huge grimalkin till the earth shakes 
beneath your feet. 
When it is afraid or 
angry, it squeaks like an unoiled hinge. 
But when it suddenly jumps aside like 
a flea you imagine for a moment that 
the ultimate terrestrial cataclysm has 
gone off. 


The Malays never wholly trust their 
elephants and were nervous at my fa­ 
miliarities with mine, a sweet, tempered 
old female on which I rode hundreds of 
miles. During the midday halt I used 
to call her up, and she would come and 
stand with one foot on each sido of my 
ohesfc as I lay on my back and fed her 
with bananas. I was never angry with 
her but once, when she tried to kill the 
cook. 


On one occasion a little elephant of 
our party, running behind its mother, 
teased her beyond endurance, and she 
turned and gave him a shove that land­ 
ed him feet uppermost at the bottom of 
a deep brook. For two hours he scream­ 
ed like a steam whistle while we were 
all engaged in getting him out. 


Every night when we reachod camp 
and the loads were taken off each driver 
would hobble his beast by tying its front 
legs together with rattan so that it could 
only hop with both together. 
Then a 
huge wooden bell was hung around its 
neck, and it was turned loose to wander 
in the jungle. All night long the faint 
dong, dong of these bells mude a mourn­ 
ful noise around fcho camp. At daybreak 
each driver tracked his elephant, by the 
sound, often going many miles for him. 
—Atlanta Constitution.
